RE TWO YEARS' WORK IN CANADA. 
A Very Satisfactory Condition of Affaire V ~-['X-A 



ON Nov. 21st, 1914, Commis- 
sioner Richards landed at 
Vancouver as Territorial 
Commander for Canada; 
eleven days later (Dec, 2nd)- 
he arrived^ at his Headquarters in 
Toronto — just two years ago, 

With (hat fact in his mind a "War 
Cry"- representative visited the Com- 
missioner with this (juc-illoii oil his 
lips:— 

"Von have been two years ' in 
Canada, Commissioner, eottld you 
give 'The War Cry' readers some of 
the outstanding points of progress 
during that time?" 

The Commission v had a large 
statistical sheet on the -fable before 
liini; he looked at the interviewer 
with a decided interrogation' point 
in each eye, and asked a question.

"Undoubtedly the Lifr-Saving 
Scnuts and Guards show i he most 
eon^iiiciious pucccss. ^You will rc- 
iiicinbtL- iliiti i his worC was inaugur- 
ated by me about eighteen months 
:igo. and at flic present lime we have 
fifteen hundred uniformed Scouts 
and one thousand and fifty Guards, 
Our Scouts would undoubtedly hnvc 
.showji up much better, even, -than 
this, but for the war. We have lost 
and arc losing heavily right along by 
the enlisting of Scout Leaders and 
big boys. However, the result of 
the Movement is thut we have 2,500 
boys and glrk who arc pledged to do 
a good turn each day. The nature 
of these 'good turns' may he gath- 
ered from this newspaper cutting 
which I linvc just received. It refers 
to the Thcdinrd Troop of Scouts." 
The Commissioner passed tliccut- 
'ting to the interviewer. This is an 
exinct from it:— "

'I purpose holding pix Young 
People's Days in J9I7, for I am snti£ 
fied from the reports" sent mc hy 
Field Officers and Locals that these

Salvationists. Their services, in 'con- 
nection with the last "Uelf-Dsiiial 
Effort- was most marked." 

"What about new buildings. Com- 
missioner?" T , 

"Well, several have been erected 
during -the past two years,' There 
have been sis new Halls' and five 
l'tiiiodi-liiiigi; but we are not doing, 
more building than is absolutely 
necessary at the present time, labour 
and building materials being now at 
lop-nolch prices. * _ 

"I may perhaps refer to The Gen- 
eral Booth llemorial Training Col- 
lege, which has been erected during 
the period under discussion. The 
bulk of the money' for this Institu- 
tion was, of course, collected pre- 
viously. I had the picas tifCt-Ji ow- 
ever, of laying the foundation stone. 
We hoped to have had the new Col- 
lege occupied by tfte : Cadety who arc* 
now Training. in-[[tfie Sherbournc 
Street College; /hut, owing to the 
great need there is for suitable build- 
in tjc fn sorvr aq hn«niM<? for re- 
turned wounded Canadian soldiers, 
we have agreed to turn the building" 
over to (!ip military authorities for 
the duration of the war, and twelve 
month i afterward. I 'feel sure that 
this will meet with the approval of 
Salvationists everywhere. Wc can 
not do too much for those who are 
being wounded and maimed in pre- 
serving i"yr ns the British Empire 
and British law and righteousness." 

"That if interesting. What about 
the Self-Denial Efforts? You have 
had i wo, haven't you?" " 
. "Yes! and on the whole they were 
very encouraging. In J915 wc in- 
creased $8,745 on the previous year 
for the initted'Territorics. This year 
Hast nnd West Canada Efforts were 
separate, but the amount raised hy 
Canada Ea?t was $4^627, or approxi- 
mately S2.50Q more than had ever 
been raised by the two Territories 
combined. 

"I have received this morning a 
i-.'ltcr from Xcw Zealand, frnm 
^■liicli I learn that their. Sclf-Denial 
- Xlffort has just been concluded, and 
P150,fHW has been the amount raised. 
That makes our $4607 look somc- 
v.-hat small, doesn't it? Canada has 
not yet found Herself ho far us Self; 
Denial for Lhe heathen is concerned; 
but our comrades and friends nre' 
.improving, and wc shall reach our 
proper place by and hy." 

Commissioner Richards is perpe- 
tually on the wing, and our inter- 
viewer made a remark to that effect, 
to which.thc Commissioner replied: 

"Y-ts, sf-.Ktt I have heen in Canada 
I have travelled over 55,000 miles; 
have conducted 577 public mcctirifffl, 
17-4 of which were of a soul-saving 
diameter. ._T have addressed -sovcr 
212,000 persons and seen 1,844 come 
forward for Holiness, and 1,954 for 
Salvation.

Now is the time that British. tena- 
city is tried. In this dark confusion 
our old line regiments brace their 
ranks far trie-shock of Hindenbufg's 
crack Kemtruppe; and unlikely 
heroes — the-forrner shopman and the 
city clerk — die with brave eyes 
straining into the obscurity beyond 
the. parapet. 

Nor are aerial visitors unknown, 
now that night-flying is better un- 
derstood.

But 
every British- arm is ready for the 
risks of night.

been engaged for many years in 
Naval and Military Work, in this 
and other countries; and on the 
week that war broke out we had 
erected our. first building before 
Sunday arrived. We have now one 
hundred buildings and nearly tour 
hundred Officers ' engaged in this 
sphere. Within the next few weeks 
we hope to open other Institutions, 
one ill tlie Strand (part of tile Mar- 
coni building) and another opposite 
King's Cross railway station, 

Mrs. Booth was 'cordially greeted-. 
Her presence as a leader a"d mother 
was appropriate and inspiring.. It 
is a great joy' to me (she said) to 
realize that there is another iron in 
the fire, another door opened, for 
Salvation Army uses; and I think it 
is a special pleasure to us inasmuch 
as this Home has been provided 
at the request of the military 
authorities. 

War, Mrs, Booth pointed out, can 
hurt and malm and kill the body;' 
"but there are sadder happenings 
than death on the battlefield. There 
are evils and forces which war 
against the soul and maim nnd de- 
stroy that; and just because «e 
realize lhat this war is a fight [or 
great principles, we arc glad to hm c , 
the opportunity of opening this 
Hostel, which wc trust will become, 
and mean to make a centre of moral 
influence, ofhclp and succour, fnr 
the men who will come here. 

"I know something of the angtmli 
of the mother who has sent her boys
